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N.  B.  —  Persons  desiring  to  see  the  Almshouse  and  Hospital  at 
Long  Island  should  secure  a  pass  at  the  office  of  the  Trustees,  28  Court 
square. 

The  steamer  “Monitor”  leaves  Eastern- avenue  wharf  (north  side 
of  South  Ferry)  every  day,  except  Sundays  and  holidays,  at  2.15  P.M. 
The  boat  is  due  at  Boston  on  the  return  trip  at  5.20  P.M.  The  wharf 
may  be  reached  by  any  Atlantic-avenue  Union  Station  car,  or  through 
Fleet  street,  from  Hanover  street.  The  Battery-street  station  on  the 
Atlantic  circuit  of  the  elevated  system  is  opposite  the  North  Ferry, 
from  which  the  South  Ferry  is  easily  reached  by  walking  about  two 
blocks  southward. 

The  Almshouse  for  Women  and  Aged  Couples,  at  Charlestown,  is 
situated  on  Alford  street,  near  the  northern  end  of  the  Malden  bridge, 
and  may  be  reached  in  twenty  minutes  from  Scollay  square  by  any 
Everett  and  Malden  car,  or  by  transfer  from  Sullivan  square. 

Application  for  admission  to  either  institution  should  be  made  to 
the  Institutions  Registration  Department,  28  Court  square,  Room  2, 
where  the  question  of  settlement  will  be  determined;  office  hours,  9 
to  5  o’clock;  on  Saturdays,  9  to  1  o’clock  (during  the  four  summer 
months  —  June  to  September —  the  office  closes  at  12  o’clock  on  Satur¬ 
days).  Any  person  able  to  walk  should  apply  at  that  office.  An 
ambulance  and  carriage  are  at  the  disposal  of  that  office,  and  will  be 
sent  for  persons  unable  to  walk  to  carry  them  to  the  boat. 

In  the  case  of  a  person  who  does  not  speak  English  it  is  desirable 
that  he  should  be  accompanied  by  a  friend  who  can  interpret  when  he 
makes  his  application  at  28  Court  square. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  application  should  be  made  the  day  before 
it  is  intended  that  the  person  should  go  to  the  hospital,  or,  if  an 
emergency  case,  before  12  o’clock,  in  order  that  the  settlement  may 
be  investigated,  and  the  ambulance  or  carriage  sent,  if  necessary.

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir,  —  The  Pauper  Institutions  Trustees  respectfully  sub¬ 
mit  herewith  their  report  for  the  financial  year  ending  Jan¬ 
uary  31,  1906. 

This  department  has  charge  of  the  Boston  Almshouse  and 
Hospital  at  Long  Island,  the  Almshouse  at  Charlestown,  and 
the  steamer  “  John  Howard.” 

The  Board  remains  as  constituted  at  date  of  last  report, 
Mr.  W.  Prentiss  Parker  serving  as  Chairman,  and  Mr. 
Walter  Hunnewell  as  Secretary. 

The  force  in  the  Boston  office,  where  the  bookkeeping  for 
the  institutions  is  done,  has  likewise  remained  unchanged, 
and  the  work  of  the  office  has  been  satisfactorily  conducted. 

The  total  amount  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  for  the  fiscal  year  was  $205,100.  The  total  amount 
expended  was  $211,265.61. 

The  Almshouse  and  Hospital  at  Long  Island  has  con¬ 
tinued  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  James  F.  English, 
who  was  appointed  on  November  1,  1904,  during  the  period 
in  which  the  department  was  under  the  charge  of  Hon.  John 
B.  Martin.  To  his  energetic  oversight  much  improvement

in  the  condition  of  the  buildings  and  grounds  is  due.  The 
hospital  has  been  under  the  immediate  and  efficient  charge  of 
Dr.  Simon  F.  Cox,  assistant  superintendent  and  resident 
physician. 

The  Board  cordially  recognize  the  valuable  services  of  the 
Visiting  Medical  Staff. 

During  the  year  the  resignations  were  received  of  Dr. 
Abner  Post,  consulting  surgeon,  and  Dr.  Paul  Thorndike, 
visiting  surgeon  of  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff,  to  both  of 
whom  the  hospital  is  indebted  for  valuable  service  during 
many  years.

The  per  capita  expense  per  week  in  the  almshouse  depart¬ 
ment  has  been  $2.29. 

The  per  capita  expense  per  week  in  the  entire  institution 
has  been  $3.37. 

The  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution 
at  Long  Island  for  1905  was  $146,500.  The  expenditures 
exceeded  this  appropriation  by  $3,858.92. 

This  deficit  occurred  notwithstanding  careful  supervision 
of  the  expenditures,  and  but  for  the  postponement  of  numer¬ 
ous  essential  repairs  and  improvements  —  postponement  un¬ 
wise  from  the  standpoint  of  true  economy  —  a  much  larger 
deficit  would  appear. 

During  the  year  the  new  mortuary  building  was  completed, 
the  main  autopsy-room  being  made  practicable  for  pathologi¬ 
cal  work. 

Steel  balconies  and  fire-escapes  were  constructed  on  two 
stories  of  the  women’s  building,  surrounding  three  sides  of 
the  rear  open  area. 

A  crematory  for  the  destruction  of  sputum  cups,  cloths, 
bandages,  etc.,  was  erected  on  the  south  side  of  the  island,  at 
a  considerable  distance  from  the  buildings,  and  has  been  in 
successful  operation. 

The  receiving-room  for  patients  on  the  wharf  at  Long 
Island  has  been  enlarged. 
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A  dining-room  has  been  provided  for  the  matron  and  her 
assistants  in  the  women’s  building,  thus  relieving  them  of  the 
necessity  of  taking  their  meals  in  the  men’s  building,  a  disa¬ 
greeable  walk  in  stormy  weather. 

Construction  of  a  sea  wall  has  been  begun  at  the  base  of 
the  bluff  'in  the  rear  of  the  women’s  dormitory,  where  the 
steady  encroachment  of  the  sea  endangered  the  safety  of  the 
women’s  building.  This  wall  will  be  completed  when  the 
winter  season  ends. 

Substantial  and  necessary  improvements  have  been  made 
in  the  piggery,  to  its  decided  physical  and  sanitary  benefit. 

New  return  steam  pipes  have  been  laid  between  the  various 
buildings  and  the  boiler-room,  the  old  pipes  having  been 
found  to  be  thoroughly  honeycombed. 

This,  together  with  new  water-heating  apparatus  installed 
in  the  boiler-room,  should  result  in  an  important  saving  of 
fuel. 

Various  other  minor  alterations  and  improvements  have 
been  made  to  the  buildings,  but,  as  previously  stated,  large 
and  much  needed  repairs  have  been  omitted  because  of 
lack  of  money. 

The  farm,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  statistics, 
was  fairly  fruitful,  and  with  the  help  of  prison  labor  has  been 
conducted  at  small  expense,  and  consequently  shows  a  large 
percentage  of  profit. 

During  the  summer  a  number  of  prison  laborers,  assigned 
by  courtesy  of  the  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner,  Hon. 
John  B.  Martin,  were  employed  on  the  farm,  and  performed 
much  work  which  could  not  have  been  accomplished  by  the 
inmates  of  the  institution.  The  prisoners  were  kept  entirely 
separate  from  the  inmates,  and  had  no  intercourse  with  them, 
marching  directly  from  the  boat  to  the  scene  of  their  labors 
and  directly  back  again. 

The  yield  of  milk  is  unfavorably  affected  by  the  inferior 
type  of  cattle  composing  the  herd,  and  efforts  are  being  made 
to  improve  this. 

On  June  8,  the  regular  graduation  exercises  of  the  Training 
School  for  Nurses  were  held  in  the  chapel.  Addresses  were 
made  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Trustees,  by  Rev.  Joseph  H. 
Rockwell  and  Rev.  John  F.  Magrath.  Diplomas  were 
awarded  to  eighteen  nurses  who  had  completed  the  full 
course. 

The  number  of  the  resident  unpaid  medical  staff  has  been 
increased  from  four  to  six,  while  the  salaried  office  of  Second 
Medical  Officer  has  been  abolished.  The  doctors  have  per¬ 
formed  their  duties  with  skill  and  earnest  devotion,  and  the 
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nurses  have  performed  their  trying  labor  faithfully  and  in  an 
evident  spirit  of  cheerfulness.  The  number  of  nurses  has 
been  increased  by  two. 

The  constant  ministrations  of  the  Resident  Chaplain,  Rev. 
Matthew  McDonald,  have  been  a  solace  to  the  inmates,  and 
have  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  their  contentment. 
The  Visiting  Chaplain,  Rev.  William  B.  Toulmin,  has  likewise 
been  regular  in  •  his  attendance  and  faithful  in  his  ministra¬ 
tions. 

The  general  discipline  of  the  institution  has  been  well 
maintained,  and  the  superintendent  has  made  no  use  of  the 
small  rooms  formerly  used  for  solitary  confinement. 

Increasing  Feebleness  of  Population.  —  The  increase  of  the 
aged  and  feeble  element  of  the  population  demonstrates 
clearly  that  the  character  of  the  entire  institution  at  Long 
Island  is  steadily  progressing  toward  that  of  a  great  chronic 
hospital,  and  emphasizes  the  need  of  developing  the  institu¬ 
tion  along  that  line  by  the  adequate  enlargement  of  hospital 
facilities  and  equipment.  At  present  some  of  the  wards  of 
the  men’s  and  women’s  buildings  are  virtually  hospital  wards, 
and,  as  a  result,  during  the  winter  of  1904-05  the  men’s 
building  was  badly  overcrowded. 

Nearly  900  cases,  or  practically  75  per  cent,  of  all  admis¬ 
sions  to  Long  Island  during  the  past  year,  were  sent  directly 
to  the  hospital,  and  the  number  of  indigent  chronic  sick  will 
inevitably  increase.  The  problem  of  suitable  provision  and 
care  for  them  cannot  be  ignored.  It  is  immediate  and  press¬ 
ing.  They  can  neither  be  abandoned  nor  neglected.  Human¬ 
ity  dictates  that  they  be  afforded  all  possible  relief. 

The  proper  care  of  the  chronic  sick  requires  much  more 
labor  than  that  of  the  average  acute  patient,  because  it 
involves  frequent  changes  of  bedding  and  of  clothing,  and  in 
most  cases  those  who  are  more  or  less  able  to  move  about  are 
unable  to  dress  or  undress  without  assistance. 

Tuberculosis.  —  The  benefit  and  comfort  of  the  large 
number  of  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
has  been  throughout  the  year  a  matter  of  anxious  concern. 
The  men  patients  occupy  the  new  wing,  built  in  1902,  con¬ 
taining  fifty-one  beds,  and  also  a  large  ward  in  the  main 
hospital.  All  women  suffering  from  tuberculosis  are  in  a 
ward  in  the  main  hospital.  Under  these  conditions  there 
can  be  no  complete  segregation  of  these  patients,  and  their 
presence  in  the  main  hospital  is  a  source  of  apprehension 
and  danger  to  other  patients. 

The  new  wing  should  be  enlarged  to  accommodate  all  men 
suffering  from  tuberculosis.  While  it  may  be  unwise  at 
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the  present  time  to  build  a  new  detached  wing  for  women 
patients,  there  should  be  such  enlargement  and  alteration  of 
the  lower  wing  of  the  main  hospital  as  would  admit  of 
effectually  shutting  off  two  wards  from  the  others,  placing 
the  tuberculosis  patients  at  the  end  of  the  wing,  shut  away 
from  other  patients,  with  broad  sun  platforms  kept  wholly 
for  their  use. 

Even  though  a  large  consumptive  hospital  may  soon  be 
erected  elsewhere,  there  will  still  be  need  of  additional  hos¬ 
pital  accommodations  at  Long  Island  for  the  proper  care  of 
other  chronic  diseases,  while  this  increased  accommodation  is 
of  vital  importance  now  not  alone  to  the  unfortunate  suf¬ 
ferers  from  tuberculosis  themselves,  but  to  other  patients  who 
are  of  necessity  placed  in  close  proximity  to  them  in  the 
main  hospital. 

Vital  statistics  of  the  phthisis  cases  treated  at  Long 
Island  are,  viewed  by  themselves,  decidedly  misleading. 
The  great  majority  of  cases  received  at  Long  Island  are  those 
in  which  the  disease  has  so  far  progressed  that  admission  to 
other  hospitals  is  denied. 

In  some  cases  the  pulmonary  tuberculosis  results  from  ex¬ 
cessive  physical  abuse  and  over-indulgence.  Frequently  it 
is  complicated  by  the  presence  of  other  disorders.  Under 
the  law,  this  department  cannot  exercise  complete  jurisdiction 
over  these  patients.  The  result  is  that  many  who  reach  the 
hospital  in  a  condition  of  almost  complete  exhaustion  and 
emaciation,  after  making  marked  improvement  in  weight  and 
in  strength,  exercise  their  privilege  of  leaving  the  hospital, 
frequently  only  to  return  after  a  short  period  in  a  condition 
as  bad  as  or  worse  than  when  they  first  entered. 

These  conditions  necessarily  result  in  a  high  rate  of  mor¬ 
tality,  but  it  is  not  due  to  causes  for  which  the  location  or 
treatment  are  responsible. 

As  frequently  recommended  by  the  Visiting  Staff,  a  more  • 
complete  segregation  of  venereal  patients  should  be  provided 

for. 

The  Nurses’  Rome.  —  The  Nurses’  Home  is  much  too 
small  to  accommodate  the  present  nursing  force,  six  nurses 
being  compelled  to  sleep  in  small  quarters  in  the  hospital 
close  to  their  wards  and  to  their  daily  work.  This  does  not 
afford  the  nurses  the  refreshment  derived  from  changed  sur¬ 
roundings  when  off  duty. 

The  nature  of  their  work  is  exceptionally  exhausting,  and 
they  are  justly  entitled  to  cheerful  living  conditions  away 
from  hospital  sights  and  sounds  during  the  hours  when  they 
are  off  duty. 
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The  lack  of  proper  dormitory  accommodations  prevents  a 
much-needed  enlargement  in  the  staff  of  nurses,  which  is 
insufficient  for  the  proper  care  of  the  present  hospital  popu¬ 
lation.  Accommodations  should  be  provided  for  at  least 
twenty  additional  nurses.  When  the  nursing  staff  is  too 
small  each  nurse  is  on  the  verge  of  overwork.  Some  do 
overwork  and  fall  ill,  thus  further  reducing  the  efficient  staff. 
This  makes  the  situation  more  difficult  for  all,  and  eventu¬ 
ally  the  patients  necessarily  suffer,  as  only  the  absolutely 
imperative  needs  can  be  met,  and  measures  of  alleviation 
have  to  be  omitted. 

The  increase  in  the  nursing  staff  at  the  Long  Island  Hos¬ 
pital  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  increase  in  the  hospital 
population.  In  the  year  ending  January  31,  1902,  the  aver¬ 
age  daily  population  in  the  hospital  was  226.  In  the  year 
ending  January  31, 1906,  the  average  daily  population  in  the 
hospital  was  296,  an  increase  of  70  patients.  During  the 
same  period  there  was  an  increase  of  but  three  in  the  staff 
of  nurses. 

Laundry.  —  The  plans  for  the  present  power-house,  built 
in  1899,  included  three  sections.  The  appropriation  for  that 
year  only  permitted  the  construction  of  two-thirds  of  the 
building.  The  remaining  one-third,  which  was  designed  to 
contain  drying-rooms,  sorting-rooms,  etc.,  is  now  impera¬ 
tively  needed. 

At  present  the  laundryman,  with  help  of  paid  laundresses 
only  one  day  in  the  week  and  such  inmate  workers  as  can  be 
detailed,  receives  and  sends  out  weekly  some  22,000  pieces. 

Without  enlarged  equipment  and  more  paid  help  the  bed 
linen  and  clothing  of  inmates  cannot  be  properly  washed  and 
rinsed,  while  much  of  the  clothing  can  only  be  rough-dried, 
whereas  it  should  be  mangled  or  ironed. 

For  safety,  cleanliness  and  comfort  alike,  the  laundry 
department  should  promptly  be  enlarged  and  more  fully 
equipped  with  laundry  machinery,  and  there  should  be  a 
larger  number  of  paid  help. 

Men  s  Building.  —  The  renewal  and  scientific  alteration  of 
the  plumbing  in  the  men’s  building  has  become  a  sanitary 
necessity,  and  ordinary  prudence  demands  that  it  be  not  de¬ 
layed. 

New  Steamer.  —  There  is  urgent  need  of  a  new  steamer  to 
replace  the  “  John  Howard,”  now  thirty-one  years  old.  This 
boat  is  unsafe,  unreliable,  inadequate  and  expensive.  It  is 
frequently  out  of  commission  because  of  necessary  and 
expensive  repairs.  There  is  imperative  need  for  unfailing 
and  quick  service  between  Long  Island  and  the  city,  alike 
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for  the  transportation  of  patients  and  for  emergency  calls 
upon  the  visiting  staff. 

Wharf.  —  The  front  wharf  on  the  north  side  of  the  island 
is  very  much  out  of  repair.  It  does  not  afford  adequate  or 
safe  provision  for  the  steamer  service,  and  should  be  enlarged 
and  rebuilt  in  such  manner  as  to  be  available  at  all  tides  and 
in  all  winds. 

Receiving-room.  —  A  proper  receiving-room  or  shelter  for 
patients  who  are  brought  to  the  Boston  wharf  in  advance  of 
the  arrival  of  the  steamer  upon  which  they  are  to  be  carried 
to  Long  Island  should  be  promptly  provided.  It  now  fre¬ 
quently  happens  that  patients  are  brought  to  the  wharf  some 
hours  before  they  can  be  placed  on  board  the  steamer. 

Central  Kitchen.  —  The  economy  and  efficiency  of  the  ser¬ 
vice  and  the  palatableness  of  the  food  served  would  be 
greatly  promoted  by  the  erection  of  a  central  kitchen,  closely 
connected  with  the  various  buildings.  The  present  multi¬ 
plication  of  kitchens  is  decidedly  more  wasteful  and  less 
efficient  than  a  single  kitchen  properly  conducted. 

Cold  Storage  Plant.  —  A  cold  storage  plant  with  greatly 
enlarged  refrigerator  space  should  be  provided.  The  old 
power-house  affords  available  space  for  installation  of  the 
necessary  plant.  The  present  refrigerator  is  inadequate  as 
well  as  inefficient.  The  quality  of  the  meats  served  would 
be  much  improved  by  such  enlargement. 

Employees.  —  The  difficulty  of  securing  efficient  help  at 
Long  Island  is  greatly  increased  by  the  small  salaries  which 
many  of  the  officers  and  attendants  are  now  of  necessity 
paid. . 

Permanent  residence  at  Long  Island  is  decidedly  unat¬ 
tractive.  The  life  there  is  one  of  almost  unvarying  monot¬ 
ony,  and  steps  should  be  taken  to  provide  opportunities  for 
some  pleasant  social  life  for  the  large  staff  of  officers,  both 
men  and  women,  among  whom  are  many  who  from  year  to 
year  give  patient,  cheerful  and  unselfish  service  in  the  work 
which  they  have  undertaken. 

Recreation  Hall.  —  A  recreation  hall  for  officers  and 
attendants,  which  would  provide  a  general  meeting  place, 
where  healthful  pastimes  might  be  enjoyed,  would  be  an  im¬ 
portant  help  in  this  direction,  and  would  tend  very  greatly 
to  the  creation  of  a  more  cheerful  atmosphere,  which  would 
in  turn  redound  to  the  decided  improvement  of  the  service 
and  benefit  of  the  inmates. 

Almshouse ,  Charlestoivn.  —  The  Almshouse  at  Charlestown 
has,  in  an  economical  manner,  been  so  conducted  as  to  lift  it 
above  the  ordinary  plane  of  similar  institutions.  It  is  in 
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fact  difficult  to  associate  it  with  them  in  view  of  its  well- 
ordered,  homelike  atmosphere,  and  general  air  of  comfort  and 
contentment. 

The  Superintendent,  Miss  Sarah  G.  Weeden,  and  officers 
are  to  be  commended  for  these  most  gratifying  results,  and 
for  the  excellent  condition  of  the  entire  plant. 

During  the  year  many  improvements  have  been  accom¬ 
plished,  of  which  the  most  important  has  been  the  practical 
rebuilding  of  the  cellar  under  the  south  side,  the  installation 
of  a  new  thirty-eight  horse-power  brick-enclosed  boiler, 
and  complete  laundry  machinery  and  steam  clothes-drying 
equipment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  BOSTON 
ALMSHOUSE  AND  HOSPITAL,  LONG  ISLAND. 


Almshouse  and  Hospital,  Long  Island, 

Boston  Harbor,  January  31,  1906. 

To  the  Pauper  Institutions  Trustees : 

The  report  for  the  Almshouse  and  Hospital  at  Long  Island, 
for  the  year  ending  January  31, 1906,  is  herewith  respectfully 
submitted. 

During  the  year  there  were  1,224  admissions  to  the  insti¬ 
tution,  896  going  to  the  hospital.  There  were  13  births, 
making  a  total  of  909  hospital  cases,  or  74  per  cent,  of  all 
admissions. 

During  the  year  considerable  has  been  accomplished  in  the 
way  of  much  needed  repairs  and  improvements  to  the  plant, 
among  the  chief  items  being  a  fire-escape  on  the  women’s 
building ;  the  building  of  a  crematory  for  destroying  sputum 
cups,  bandages,  etc. ;  clapboarding  the  rear  of  the  women’s 
building ;  a  new  altar  erected  in  the  chapel ;  two  shower- 
baths  installed  in  the  toilet-room  of  Ward  B  ;  a  sterilizer  for 
babies’  milk ;  a  linen-room  built  in  the  basement  of  the  west 
wing ;  a  new  dining-room  for  the  matrons  in  the  women’s 
building ;  an  addition  of  ten  feet  to  building  on  westerly 
wharf,  and  the  new  and  old  hospital,  men’s  dining-room, 
men’s  kitchen  and  dormitory  have  been  painted. 

The  hospital  kitchen  has  been  enlarged  and  thoroughly 
overhauled,  and  telephone  service  connecting  all  parts  of  the 
institution  with  the  westerly  wharf  has  been  installed. 

W ork  on  the  embankment  in  the  rear  of  the  women’s  build¬ 
ing  (a  sea  wall)  was  begun,  but  owing  to  the  cold  weather 
we  were  obliged  to  stop  work  until  the  coming  of  the  spring, 
at  which  time  we  will  begin  again  and  carry  the  work  ahead 
until  completed.  A  hot  closet  has  been  placed  in  the  in¬ 
mates’  dining-room  of  the  men’s  building,  making  the  serving 
of  food  more  satisfactory.  Window  screens  and  doors  have 
been  made  for  the  new  hospital ;  a  Jenkin’s  heater  has  been 
installed  in  power-house,  and  800  feet  of  steam  pipe  have 
been  laid  to  replace  old  pipe.  The  machinery  in  the  laundry 
has  been  put  in  good  repair  and  the  plant  is  now  in  fair 
condition. 
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The  farm  has  been  productive  of  good  results  the  past 
season,  and  with  the  land  in  better  shape  than  it  has  been 
for  some  years  I  look  for  still  better  results  the  coming 
season.  The  roof  of  the  barn  has  been  repaired  and  is  now 
in  first-class  shape.  Our  piggery  has  received  a  thorough 
cleansing  inside,  has  been  painted  outside,  and  is  in  fair  con¬ 
dition.  A  hennery  has  been  built,  and  has  thus  far  proved  a 
success.  Our  herd  is  in  healthy  condition,  but  not  large 
enough  to  meet  our  demands. 

I  would  renew  my  recommendation  of  last  year  for  a  new 
westerly  wharf,  the  present  one  being  in  very  bad  condition. 
I  would  recommend  that  the  old  boiler-house  have  an  addition 
of  two  stories  ;  that  a  cold  storage  plant  for  the  preservation 
of  meats,  vegetables,  etc.,  be  installed  in  the  basement,  and 
that  the  first  floor  be  connected  with  the  present  inmates' 
kitchen,  thereby  enlarging  the  same.  This  could  be  made  a 
central  kitchen  at  a  small  cost  by  the  addition  of  subways  to 
the  various  buildings.  The  first  story  of  the  addition  could 
be  made  a  recreation  hall  for  officers  or  for  holding  entertain¬ 
ments,  which  at  the  present  time  are  held  in  the  chapel ;  the 
second  story  to  be  used  for  sleeping  accommodations  for 
officers,  which  would  relieve  the  crowded  condition  now 
existing. 

The  electric  wiring  in  the  various  buildings  is  in  very  bad 
condition,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  same  be  enclosed 
in  conduits  to  insure  better  protection. 

The  number  of  consumptive  cases  is  largely  in  excess  of 
what  we  can  properly  care  for,  and  immediate  steps  should  be 
taken  to  isolate  the  remaining  cases. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  donated  books 
and  papers  for  the  use  of  the  inmates ;  also  to  those  who  have 
volunteered  their  services  in  giving  entertainments ;  to  the 
chaplains,  who  have  ministered  to  the  wants  of  the  sick  and 
dying,  and  to  the  officers  under  my  charge  I  return  my  thanks 
for  duty  well  performed. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
the  kind  and  courteous  treatment  which  T  have  received  at 
their  hands.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 
ALMSHOUSE,  CHARLESTOWN. 


Charlestown  District, 
Boston,  Mass.,  January  31,  1906. 

To  the  Pauper  Institutions  Trustees : 

I  respectfully  present  my  report  for  the  Charlestown  Alms¬ 
house  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1906. 

I  am  again  gratified  that  the  closing  of  the  year  finds  our 
almshouse  in  most  excellent  condition,  both  regarding  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  family  and  in  the  prosperous  tone 
of  the  institution  throughout. 

The  installation  of  a  new  boiler,  hot-water  heater  and  drying- 
room  and  the  removal  of  all  our  laundry  machinery  to  a  re¬ 
modeled  basement  has  been  most  successfully  accomplished, 
filling  a  long  and  seriously  felt  need,  and  bringing  great  com¬ 
fort  and  convenience  to  the  entire  household. 

Our  garden  has  been  unusually  productive,  providing 
summer  vegetables  for  officers  and  inmates  and  a  fine  lot  for 
winter,  for  which  we  have  built  a  new  storage-room.  A 
number  of  young  rock  maple  trees  have  been  planted  on  the 
grounds  in  the  hope  that  they  may  replace  the  shade  of  the 
old  elm  trees  which  are  gradually  disappearing. 

The  clergy  of  St.  Francis  de  Sales’  church  have  been  most 
prompt  in  their  many  ministrations  to  our  people,  and  we 
have  deeply  appreciated  it ;  also  we  would  gratefully  acknowl¬ 
edge  the  visits  and  entertainments  of  kind  friends  and  much 
acceptable  literature  from  the  Boston  Public  Library. 

I  would  recommend  new  sanitary  flooring  for  portions  of 
the  basement  and  a  new  officers’  bath-room. 

I  cannot  too  deeply  appreciate  the  loyalty  of  my  officers, 
to  whose  faithful  devotion  to  the  institution  and  harmonious 
relations  with  each  other  we  owe  much. 

I  wish  to  thank  your  honorable  Board  for  your  courtesy 
and  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  MEDICAL  STAFF  OF  THE 

LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL. 


Boston,  January  31,  1906. 

To  the  Board  of  Pauper  Institutions  Trustees : 

The  Visiting  Staff  has  repeatedly  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  inmates  of  the  Long  Island  Institution  should 
be  placed  essentially  in  the  category  of  the  sick.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  large  number  suffering  from  well-defined  disease, 
there  are  many  others  who,  through  the  infirmities  of  age, 
should  be  classified  as  hospital  or  infirmary  patients.  The 
number  of  chronic  sick  is  evidently  increasing,  year  by  year, 
and  it  is  equally  evident  that  they  must  be  cared  for  by  the 
city  in  the  most  humane  possible  manner.  The  problem  is  a 
perfectly  definite  one,  and  one  which  must  be  met  in  the 
near  future.  The  matter  resolves  itself  into  the  simple 
question :  What  is  to  be  done  with  the  chronic  sick  in  this 
city?  Are  they  to  be  treated  simply  as  city  charges,  or  are 
they  to  be  given  the  advantages  of  the  best  possible  modern 
medical  treatment,  under  conditions  which  will  remove  them 
from  the  social  stigma  of  pauperism?  Ordinary  justice 
requires  that  the  latter  course  be  adopted,  and  we  have  no 
doubt  that  public  opinion  will  finally  demand  that  the  patient 
suffering  from  chronic  disease  is  in  no  respect  to  be  treated 
differently  from  the  patient  suffering  from  acute  disease. 
This  end  cannot  be  attained  until  the  name  of  the  institution 
at  Long  Island  is  changed.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend 
that  measures  be  taken  to  substitute  for  the  present  name, 
which  emphasizes  the  fact  of  pauperism,  a  title  which  will 
express  the  function  of  the  institution  and  yet  remove  from 
it  the  stigma  with  which  it  is  now  associated  in  the  public 
mind.  If,  for  example,  it  could  be  called  the  Hospital  for 
Chronic  Disease  and  Home  for  the  Infirm,  it  would  continue 
to  fulfil  its  necessary  function,  and  also  do  justice  to  that 
most  unfortunate  class  in  the  community  —  the  chronic  sick. 

In  the  last  report  reference  was  made  to  the  question  of 
tuberculosis  as  it  presents  itself  at  the  Long  Island  Institu¬ 
tion.  During  the  year  which  has  elapsed  much  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  subject  both  at  Long  Island  and  elsewhere. 
Certain  misconceptions  have  apparently  arisen  which  require 
explanation.  It  should  at  the  outset  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  results  of  treatment  at  Long  Island  for  this  class  of  cases, 
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as  indicated  by  the  mortality  report,  is  not  an  exact  criterion 
of  the  character  of  the  work  being  done  nor  of  the  fitness  of 
Long  Island  as  a  place  of  treatment  for  tuberculous  cases. 
It  should  be  remembered  that  the  patients  admitted  to  Long 
Island  are  as  a  rule  in  the  advanced  stage  of  the  disease,  and 
also  frequently  in  poor  condition  owing  to  their  previous 
habits  of  life  and  surroundings.  It  is,  therefore,  manifestly 
unfair  to  compare  this  class  of  cases  with  others  which  are 
selected  for  treatment.  In  general,  all  things  considered, 
tuberculous  patients  have  done  well  at  Long  Island  Certain 
improvements  in  their  care  might  be  made  in  providing  a 
more  liberal  diet.  It  has  unfortunately  not  been  possible  to 
rectify  the  overcrowding ;  we  beg  leave,  therefore,  to  call 
attention  again  to  the  regrettable  situation  which  necessitates 
the  treatment  of  tuberculous  patients  along  with  others 
suffering  from  non-tuberculous  disease. 

Venereal  disease  should  also  as  far  as  possible  be  treated 
in  separate  wards.  While  every  care  is  now  being  taken  by 
those  in  charge  to  prevent  contagion,  and  we  believe  with  a 
great  measure  of  success,  the  danger  cannot  be  entirely 
eliminated  with  the  present  imperfect  separation.  We  beg 
leave,  therefore,  to  call  your  attention  not  only  to  the  situation 
regarding  tuberculosis,  but  also  to  the  lack  of  isolation  of 
patients  suffering  from  venereal  disease  in  its  contagious  stage. 

It  is  furthermore  desirable  that  more  isolation  rooms  be 
provided  for  those  cases  of  acute  infectious  disease  which 
arise,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  hospital  wards.  Patients,  for 
example,  suffering  from  erysipelas  should  at  once  be  isolated 
from  others  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  a  spread  of  this 
virulent  infection.  Under  present  arrangements  this  is  pos¬ 
sible  to  a  certain  extent,  but  in  the  opinion  of  the  staff  fur¬ 
ther  provision  should  be  made,  particularly  in  view  of  possible 
emergencies. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses  is  now  established  upon  a 
firm  basis  and  is  doing  excellent  work.  Not  only  are  the 
nurses  efficient  in  the  hospital,  but  after  graduation  they  are 
also  succeeding  in  private  nursing.  The  establishment  of 
this  school  must  be  regarded  as  a  far-sighted  policy  on  the 
part  of  its  originators.  It  is  unnecessary  to  reiterate  the  assist¬ 
ance  which  such  a  nursing  staff  affords  the  physicians  and  the 
great  benefit  resulting  to  the  patients  under  their  charge. 
The  work  of  this  hospital  is  peculiarly  difficult,  and  more 
nurses  are  required.  It  would  be  to  the  decided  advantage 
of  the  institution  if  the  nursing  force  could  be  increased 
within  reasonable  limits.  The  difficulty  of  securing  suitable 
orderlies  has  presented  itself  at  Long  Island  as  elsewhere. 
It  is  hoped  that  arrangements  may  be  made  by  which  more 
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competent  men  for  these  positions  may  be  secured  than  has 
in  general  hitherto  been  the  case. 

A  significant  change  in  the  hospital  service  has  been 
effected  during  the  past  year  by  the  increase  of  the  number 
of  house  officers  from  four  to  six.  The  addition  of  two 
more  physicians  has  both  simplified  and  systematized  the 
medical  work  which  the  house  officers  are  called  upon  to  do, 
and  must  in  every  way  be  regarded  as  a  step  in  progress. 
It  also  does  away,  in  our  opinion,  with  the  necessity  of  a 
second  paid  resident  medical  officer,  and  should,  therefore, 
tend  not  only  toward  greater  efficiency  in  medical  manage¬ 
ment,  but  also  toward  greater  economy.  We  wish  here  to 
express  our  appreciation  of  the  conscientious  and  self- 
sacrificing  work  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  and  Resi¬ 
dent  Physician,  Dr.  Simon  F.  Cox.  His  careful  supervision, 
combined  with  his  medical  knowledge,  has  made  possible 
much  of  the  development  of  the  past  year. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  personnel  of  the 
visiting  staff  since  the  publication  of  the  last  report. 
During  the  past  year  Dr.  Abner  Post  resigned  his  position 
on  the  staff  which  he  had  held  since  its  organization.  Both 
the  staff  and  the  hospital  will  feel  the  loss  of  his  services 
and  advice.  Dr.  Paul  Thorndike  has  resigned  as  visiting 
surgeon  and  Dr.  John  Bapst  Blake  has  been  appointed  in  his 
place.  Dr.  Francis  W.  Palfrey  has  been  appointed  in  place 
of  Dr.  H.  A.  Christian,  resigned,  as  an  assistant  visiting 
physician,  and  Dr.  Louis  P.  O’Donnell  has  been  appointed  an 
assistant  visiting  neurologist.  After  a  long  period  of  ser¬ 
vice,  Dr.  George  B.  Magrath  resigned  as  pathologist  in  order 
to  accept  a  position  on  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of 
Health.  Dr.  Magrath’s  service  to  the  hospital  during  his 
incumbency  can  hardly  be  over  estimated.  Not  only  was  he 
interested  in  the  development  of  his  special  department,  but 
also  in  every  movement  which  tended  toward  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  institution  as  a  whole.  His  resignation  from 
the  staff  was  a  source  of  deep  regret,  in  part  palliated  by 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  Simeon  B.  Wolbach,  who  is  carrying 
on  and  extending  the  work  which  Dr.  Magrath  inaugurated. 

We  wish  finally  to  express  our  appreciation  to  your  Board 
and  to  those  directly  connected  with  the  management  of  the 
institution  for  consistent  co-operation  in  the  efforts  of  the 
staff  to  develop  and  improve  the  medical  work.

Superintendent  Charlestown  Almshouse ,  Charlestown ,  Mass. : 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1906. 

The  minor  complaints  of  the  inmates,  treated  in  the  dis¬ 
pensary,  have  been  surprisingly  small  in  number ;  this  I 
think  is  due  to  the  excellent  hygienic  conditions  maintained 
at  the  institution. 

Only  two  cases  were  transferred  this  year  to  the  hospital 
at  Long  Island ;  a  great  many  cases  were  treated  in  the  in¬ 
firmary  wards  with  gratifying  results. 

There  were  6  deaths  during  the  year,  2  men  and  4  women  ; 
one  man,  age  77,  died  of  dilatation  of  the  heart,  the  other 
man,  of  the  same  age,  of  pneumonia ;  of  the  4  women,  one 
died  of  acute  gastritis,  age  77,  another  of  cerebral  hemor¬ 
rhage,  age  71,  a  third  of  the  same  cause  as  the  second,  age 
74,  and  the  fourth  of  heart  failure  after  long  existing  endo¬ 
carditis,  age  72;  average,  75  years.

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LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR 

NURSES. 


This  Training  School  is  established  to  give  a  systematic 
two  years’  course  of  training  and  practice  to  women  desirous 
of  becoming  professional  nurses. 

The  school  is  connected  with  the  Boston  Almshouse  and 
Hospital  on  Long  Island,  in  Boston  Harbor.  The  hospital 
buildings  are  modern  in  all  their  appointments,  and  contain 
three  hundred  beds. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Almshouse  and  Hospital  has 
the  general  supervision  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  school, 
and  application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  him.  The 
Superintendent  of  Nurses  has  the  immediate  charge  of  all 
the  nursing  in  the  hospital,  of  all  persons  employed  in  the 
wards,  and  also  is  responsible  for  the  instruction  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  pupils  in  the  Training  School. 

The  course  of  training  requires  two  years,  and  includes  gen¬ 
eral,  medical,  surgical,  maternity  and  infant  nursing. 

A  fixed  course  of  instruction  is  given,  including  lectures 
and  demonstrations  on  practical  points  by  the  medical  and 
surgical  staff,  recitations  on  these  and  from  text-books,  but 
chiefly  the  daily  instruction  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Nurses  and  the  graduate  head  nurses,  and  the  accurate  daily 
drill  in  the  wards  and  operating-room. 

The  instruction  includes  the  general  care  of  the  sick,  the 
making  of  beds,  changing  bed  and  body  linen,  managing  of 
helpless  patients  in  bed,  etc. ;  bathing,  prevention  and  dressing 
of  bed  sores ;  the  making  and  applying  of  bandages,  applying 
of  fomentations  and  poultices  and  minor  dressing,  cupping,  the 
administration  of  enemas,  and  use  of  the  female  catheter. 
The  pupils  are  also  given  lessons  in  massage.  Maternity 
nursing  is  taught  by  practice  in  the  confinement  rooms, 
which  includes  digital  examination  of  patients.  Instruction 
is  also  given  the  pupils  how  to  act  in  the  various  emer¬ 
gencies  which  arise  in  child  bed.  Pupils  are  taught  how  to 
cook  and  serve  food  for  the  sick  in  a  proper  manner,  the 
feeding  of  helpless  patients,  and  the  feeding  and  preparation 
of  food  for  infants. 

Instruction  is  also  given  in  the  best  practical  methods  of 
supplying  fresh  air,  of  warming  and  ventilating  sick  rooms  in 
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a  proper  manner,  and  the  way  to  take  care  of  sick  rooms  for 
the  best  good  and  comfort  of  the  patient;  in  keeping  all 
utensils  and  appliances  perfectly  clean  and  disinfected;  in 
making  accurate  observations  of  the  pulse,  temperature,  res¬ 
piration,  expectorations,  the  secretions  and  state  of  the  skin ; 
of  mental  conditions  as  to  delirium,  dementia,  etc. ;  of  the 
condition  as  to  sleep,  appetite,  effects  of  diet  or  of  stimulants 
and  medicines,  and  in  the  managing  of  cases  of  senility  and 
senile  dementia.  Pupils  are  taught  the  administering  of 
medicines  and  the  application  of  external  remedies ;  how  to 
take  notes  on  cases,  the  making  up  of  a  nurse’s  record,  and 
the  reports  to  the  attending  physician. 

Candidates  will  be  received  between  the  ages  of  twenty- 
one  and  thirty  years.  They  must  be  of  sound  health.  They 
should  send  a  brief  personal  history,  and  give  the  names  and 
addresses  of  responsible  persons,  not  of  their  own  kin,  who 
know  their  good  character  and  capabilities.  Upon  the 
approved  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  they  will 
be  received  for  four  months  on  probation. 

At  the  end  of  the  four  months,  candidates,  if  considered 
satisfactory  to  the  authorities  in  charge  of  the  hospital,  are 
permitted  to  join  the  school  upon  signing  an  agreement  to 
complete  the  prescribed  course  of  two  years  and  to  conform 
to  all  rules. 

The  right  is  reserved  by  the  authorities  of  .the  hospital  to 
terminate  at  any  time  the  connection  of  any  pupil  for  ineffi¬ 
ciency,  misconduct,  generally  unsatisfactory  record,  or  for  any 
other  reason  which  may  be  deemed  sufficient. 

While  the  education  and  training  which  are  afforded  are 
intended  to  be  a  full  equivalent  for  their  services,  there  is 
given  the  pupils,  toward  defraying  their  necessary  personal 
expenses,  ten  dollars  per  month  during  the  first  year  and 
twelve  dollars  per  month  for  the  second  year. 

If  pupils  successfully  fulfil  the  requirements  for  the  full 
term  of  two  years,  and  pass  the  necessary  examinations, 
they  will,  upon  the  termination  of  their  service,  receive 
the  diploma  of  the  hospital. 

There  are  no  fixed  dates  for  the  beginning  of  service,  but 
accepted  candidates  may  enter  whenever  vacancies  occur. 
Pupils  are  required  after  they  join  the  school  to  wear  the 
Training  School  uniform  and  regulation  shoes.

of  the  Acts  of  1897 . 


An  Act  to  establish  separate  departments  of  the  city  of 

BOSTON  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  CHILDREN,  PAUPERS,  INSANE  PER¬ 
SONS  AND  CRIMINALS. 

lie  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Children’s  Institutions  Department,  the  Pau¬ 
per  Institutions  Department,  the  Insane  Hospital  Department  and 
the  Institutions  Registration  Department,  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
are  hereby  created  as  departments  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  under 
the  charge  of  the  officers  herein  designated  therefor.  Said  offi¬ 
cers  shall  be  citizens  or  taxpayers  of  said  city,  and  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  of  said  city  without  confirmation  by  the 
board  of  aldermen.  The  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  sixty-six  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-five,  and  of  all  other  acts  relating  to  the  departments 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  the  officers  or  employees  thereof,  except 
as  otherwise  herein  provided,  shall  be  applicable  to  said  depart¬ 
ments  and  the  officers  and  employees  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  Each  of  said  departments,  except  the  Institutions 
Registration  Department,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board  of 
seven  trustees,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  always  be  women ; 
during  the  current  year  one  of  said  trustees  for  each  of  said 
departments  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  five  years,  two  for 
the  term  of  four  years,  one  for  the  term  of  three  years,  two  for 
the  term  of  two  years  and  one  for  the  term  of  one  year,  begin¬ 
ning  with  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  ;  and  hereafter  in  the  year  in  which  any  term  or 
terms  shall  expire  a  trustee  or  trustees  shall  be  appointed  for  the 
term  of  five  years,  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May  in  the 
year  of  appointment ;  any  vacancy  occurring  among  said  trustees 
shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  a  trustee  as  aforesaid  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  Said  trustees  shall  serve  without  compen¬ 
sation,  but  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  their  duty  shall  be  paid  by  said  city  if  approved  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  the  board  of  which  the  trustee  incurring  such 
expense  is  a  member.  They  shall  organize  on  the  first  Monday 
of  May  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  by  the 
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choice  of  a  chairman  who  shall  be  one  of  their  number,  and  of 
a  secretary  who  may  or  may  not,  at  their  discretion,  be  one  of 
their  number.  No  such  trustee,  nor  any  person  in  the  employ 
of  any  of  said  trustees  or  departments,  shall  be  interested  in  a 
private  capacity,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  or  agree¬ 
ment  for  labor  or  for  articles  furnished  for  any  of  said  depart¬ 
ments. 

Sect.  3.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Children’s  Institutions 
Department  shall  be  known  as  the  trustees  for  children,  and  shall 
have,  exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  relating  to 
children,  or  to  any  institution  or  place  in  which  they  are  confined 
or  detained  or  cared  for,  including  the  House  of  Reformation,  now 
conferred  by  the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  upon  the  institu¬ 
tions  commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston,  except  as  to  children 
lawfully  committed  to  or  detained  in  institutions  established  for 
the  care  and  custody  of  the  adult  insane  paupers  and  criminals. 

Sect.  4.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Pauper  Institutions 
Department  shall  be  known  as  the  pauper  institutions  trustees, 
and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  section  three  of  this  act, 
shall  have,  exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  relat¬ 
ing  to  poor  and  indigent  persons,  or  to  any  institution  or  place 
in  which  they  are  confined  or  detained  or  cared  for,  now  conferred 
by  the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  upon  the  institutions  com¬ 
missioner  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  5.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Insane  Hospital  Depart¬ 
ment  shall  be  known  as  the  insane  hospital  trustees,  and  shall 
have  the  general  care  and  control  of  the  Boston  lunatic  hospital 
established  by  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirty-nine,  and  all  other  hospitals  that  said  city  has 
established,  or  may  hereafter  establish,  for  the  care  or  treatment 
of  the  insane,  and  the  same  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Insane  Hospital ;  and  said  trustees  shall  have  all  the  powers 
relating  to  the  insane  and  to  the  institutions  in  which  they  are 
confined,  conferred  by  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  upon 
the  institutions  commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  6.  The  Institutions  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  hereafter  be  styled  the  Penal  Institutions  Department,  and 
the  institutions  commissioner  shall  hereafter  be  styled  the  penal 
institutions  commissioner,  and  he  shall  continue  to  have,  exer¬ 
cise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  now  conferred  by 
the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  upon  the  institutions  com¬ 
missioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  not  conferred  by  this  act  upon 
any  other  officer  or  board  of  trustees.  The  penal  institutions 
commissioner  may,  with  the  approval  of  said  mayor,  appoint  one 
assistant. 

Sect.  7.  The  Institutions  Registration  Department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  institutions  registrar,  who  shall  investi¬ 
gate  all  questions  relating  to  the  settlement  of  paupers,  to  the  com¬ 
mitment  of  the  insane,  or  to  the  agency  for  discharged  prisoners, 
or  to  any  rights,  duties  or  liabilities  connected  therewith,  and 
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report  thereon  to  the  department  interested  therein  ;  and  shall  per¬ 
form  such  services  relating  to  the  accounts  and  to  the  collection, 
registration  and  tabulation  of  statistics  relating  to  said  depart¬ 
ments,  or  any  of  them,  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  said  mayor 
or  by  the  officer  or  trustees  in  charge  of  any  of  said  departments, 
with  the  approval  of  said  mayor.  Said  registrar  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars,  or  such  other  salary  as 
may  be  fixed  by  ordinance. 

Sect.  8.  Said  mayor  shall  quarterly,  in  the  months  of  June, 
September,  December  and  March,  and  at  such  other  times  and  at 
such  places  as  he  shall  appoint,  hold  conferences,  at  which  may 
be  present  said  penal  institutions  commissioner,  said  institutions 
registrar,  two  members  of  each  of  the  aforesaid  boards  of  trus¬ 
tees,  to  be  selected  by  such  boards  severally,  and  two  members 
of  the  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  be  selected  by  such 
board,  to  consider  any  subjects  relating  to  the  work  of  said 
departments,  or  of  any  two  or  more  of  them,  or  to  the  co¬ 
ordination  of  such  work,  and  at  said  conferences  said  mayor 
shall  preside. 

Sect.  9.  The  City  of  Boston  may  take  and  hold  any  real 
or  personal  property  which  may  be  given,  granted,  bequeathed 
or  devised  to  and  accepted  by  it  for  the  benefit  of  any  one  or 
more  of  said  departments  or  of  the  persons  under  the  care  thereof. 
Such  property  or  the  income  thereof  shall  be  used,  applied  and 
disposed  of  according  to  the  lawful  directions  of  the  donor  thereof, 
by  the  officers  in  charge  of  such  department  or  departments. 

Sect.  10.  Any  officers  or  employees  of  the  Institutions 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  whose  tenure  of  office  or 
position  may  be  affected  by  this  act  or  the  carrying  out  thereof, 
may  be  appointed  to  similar  positions  in  said  city  at  any  time 
within  six  months  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  without  civil  service 
examination  or  enrolment. 

Sect.  11.  No  veteran  holding  an  office  in  the  Institutions 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  removed  or  suspended, 
or  shall,  without  his  consent,  be  transferred  from  such  office  or 
employment,  except  after  a  full  hearing  before  the  mayor,  and  at 
such  hearing  the  veteran  shall  have  the  right  to  be  present  and 
to  be  represented  by  counsel.  Such  removal,  suspension  or 
transfer  shall  be  made  only  upon  the  written  order  of  the  mayor.
